Positions on some of the issues in the 
March 2 city council election began to 
solidify last night as all eight candidates 
for the two vacancies got their first ex­ 
posure to the public on the same plat­ 
form 
The occasion was a candidate forum at 
the Lompoc Library sponsored by the 
city employes' chapter of the Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers Local 1218. 
Larry McCammon moderated the 
program, which was divided into two 
parts: candidate statements and ques­ 
tion and answer. Candidates were in­ 
troduced and seated in the order they 
will appear on the ballot: Earl Collins. 
John Peto. Alberta Morgan, Charles 
Ward. Floyd Southern, Burnham 
Truman. Joe Valencia and Ed Rodgers. 
Water, the economy, employer- 
employe relations, community facilities 
and the county split emerged as the main 
concerns of candidates and audience, 
with some interest being shown in 
minority problems and how they can be 
met. 
In their opening statements and final 
recaps, the candidates made these 
points: 
Collins — He has been a Lompoc resi­ 
dent for almost three years, is divorced 
and has four children. He is currently on 
disability leave from Southern California 
Gas Company, where he is an appliance 
representative. 
He conceded he has “ no political 
qualifications" whatsoever, but feels 
that because of excessive taxes at every 
level, coupled with inflation, families 
with moderate incomes are finding it 
harder and harder to make ends meet. 
The city council is a place to start 
toward remedying the situation. Until 
the economy allows it, the city must cut 
down on its spending and make the wants 
and needs of the people the first priority. 
“ If elected, I will do all in my power to 
see you are heard,” he said. 


Peto — A 16-year resident of Lompoc, 
he is in quality control for FEC and says 
he has had “ a lot of experience looking 
over people’s shoulders." He has been a 
member of the Lompoc Planning Com­ 
mission since 1960 and also serves on the 
Architecture Review Board, Zoning 
Committee and Environmental Quality 
Committee. He feels citizen involvement 
is the key to good government. He 
believes in the right of citizens to govern 
themselves but they must participate, 
either as a member of government or as 
a watchdog, for it to work right. His con­ 
cern is to make sure that Lompoc con­ 
tinues to be a nice place to live. 


Morgan — Using less than two of her 
allotted five minutes, she cited three 
main issues that concern her: the need 
for a permanent water supply, the need 
for Lompoc to support the move to split 
off the northern part of the county into a 
separate county and the election to the 
council of someone who respects the 
right of citizens to make input into the 
city’s business. She feels the citizens 
should be consulted and then the council 
should act to give them what they want. 
Two clinics 
seen for 
Lompoc area 


An outpatient clinic at the Lompoc 
District Hospital is out, but there still 
may be two clinics in Lompoc, it was 
revealed last night during a regular 
meeting of the Lompoc Hospital District 
Board of Directors. 
District counsel Mike Palmer told the 
board that the county hospital in Santa 
Maria will be closed and two outpatient 
clinics will replace the facility, one in 
Santa Maria and one in Lompoc. 
County Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
made this announcement Wednesday in 
Solvang during a meeting of the Santa 
Barbara County Health Commission, ac­ 
cording to Palmer. 
This morning a spokesman at the 
county health care services department 
said that the Board of Supervisors will 
consider a recommendation Monday by 
Dr. Lawrence Hart, director of health 
care services, that the Santa Maria 
Hospital in Santa Maria be closed 
because “ the building can not meet 
current standards for licensing” and a 
primary care outpatient clinic be opened 
in Santa Maria and Lompoc in its place. 
The county, under Dr. Hart’s proposal, 
would contract with hospitals in Santa 
Maria to provide in-patient care. 
The spokesman continued that a public 
hearing is scheduled for April 26 on the 
proposal of Dr. Hart and a closing date 
for the hospital’s acute section is plan­ 
ned for July 1 and a closing date for the 
skilled nursing section is planned for 
Sept. 1. 
Location of the county’s outpatient 
clinic in Lompoc is unknown but the 
spokesman said that the county was con­ 
sidering contracting with the Lompoc 
District Hospital should it open the out­ 
patient clinic it has been considering. 
Last night, however, board member 
Dennis Inouye reported that its ad hoc 
committee has decided to not open the 
clinic because one is being opened short­ 
ly by a group of private citizens. 
Dr. Rod Hamer, the hospital’s 
emergency room director, will serve as 
its director. 


Ward — He has lived in Lompoc for 16 
years, previously serving as a staff 
sergeant at Vandenberg. He worked for 
the city in the police department after 
leaving the service in 1963. and in 1966 
became a detective sergeant, heading 
the detective division between 1966 and 
1970. during which time, he said, there 
were no major unsolved crimes. As 
president of the Police Association he 
became familiar with employe union ac­ 
tivities He attended Hastings College of 
Law in San Francisco and in 1973 became 
a practicing attorney. He favors the 
county split, controlled growth of the 
community, communication with the 
citizenry and involvement by citizens in 
their government. “ I would like the op­ 
portunity to be screamed at," he said. 
Southern — He went into the paint 
store business in 1962 and owned it until 
last year. He feels he knows the people 
and their needs and considers this his 
best qualification. “ I'm making no 
promises and I won’t always do the right 
thing.” he said, adding that he now has 
the time to devote to the job. He favors 
attracting new business, without which 
he feels the city can’t survive. 
Truman — A resident since 1961 and 
homeowner since 1962, he is in ad­ 
ministration at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. He favors the downtown 
revitalization program, feeling the city 
must make it advantageous for property 
owners to do something about their 
businesses by reducing taxes and offer­ 
ing incentives to build. He suggested a 
mall in a Spanish motif as a desirable ap­ 
proach to the downtown program. 
As for the city building program, he 
would like to see a new city hall and fire 
station complex when it can be afforded, 
retaining the old city facility for use by 
community groups such as senior 
citizens. Boys’ Club, Girls’ Club and 
others. 
He is opposed to the Salsipuedes Dam, 
favoring water from Lake Cachuma or 
new wells instead. He also is opposed to 
the county split. 
Valencia — A computer analyst at 
Vandenberg, he has been in Lompoc for 
11 years and has been involved in various 
community activities, including the 
Beautification Committee, long-ranging 
planning committee, seven years on the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, and 
a variety of youth-oriented athletic ac­ 
tivities including Little League, Babe 
Ruth League, football leagues and 
YMCA. 
He feels utility rates could be lowered 
if the city would upgrade its electrical 
receiving facilities, and called for an ad­ 
ditional reservoir with a five million 
gallon capacity. He says Lompoc must 
break off its dependence on Vandenberg 
and attract clean new business and in­ 
dustry to provide jobs for its high school 
graduates. He urges a senior citizen 
facility that meets their needs, and a 
gymnasium for use by housewives, the 
handicapped and others in non-organized 
athletic activity. He said he has no 
clients, no customers and no conflicts of 
interest that would prevent him from 
taking part in every decision of the coun­ 
cil. 
Rodgers — He is chief engineer at 
Vandenberg which, he feels, gives him 
experience in dealing with every major 
matter that the city is faced with: 
budgets, sewer, water, electrical 
facilities, etc. He sees the city’s main 
problem as water and cited his ex­ 
perience as a former member of the 
Lompoc Water Commission, as a 
member of the Fourth District Water 
Advisory Committee as making him well 
qualified to deal with this issue. He 
favors the Salsipuedes Dam and a 
pipeline from Lake Cachuma, as well as 
an upgrading of the city’s present water 
supply. He favors a municipal complex 
that includes a city hall and fire station 
and the conjunctive use of public 
facilities to keep taxes down. 
Some of the specific questions and the 
candidates’ responses to them included: 


How many council meetings have you 
attended in past six months? 
Collins — All since becoming a can­ 
didate; before that, watched on tv. 
Peto — A half dozen or so, but in other 
capacities, 25 or 30 meetings where city 
business has been conducted. 
Morgan — Missed only two in past 
year. 
Ward — Teaches on Tuesday nights, 
but sees what he can on tv. 
Southern — About 10. 
Truman — One in person, many on tv.

Kissinger carrying 


Brezhnev proposal 


on arms ceiling 


BRU SSELS, Belgium (U P I) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said today he is carrying a proposal from 
Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev to 
President Ford which could reduce the 
ceiling on strategic missiles and 
bombers adopted at Vladivostok in 1974. 


But he cautioned: “ I would like to 
make clear that the prospect of reduc­ 
tions is in the context of several other 
elements of the agreement and it may or 
may not be included in the final agree­ 
ment. 


“ We will now study carefully the 
specific Soviet proposals to see whether 
they lend themselves to adaptation or a 
response that can bridge the remaining 
differences.”

This week a hay contractor in 
Chowchilla turned the wheel of his big 
rig and began a long trek to Oregon to 
pickup 25 tons of hay for Holmdahl’s 
Farm Supply in Lompoc. When the load 
comes in it will be immediately sold — 
for $90 a ton, if not more — to a local 
rancher and his cattle will be fed. 
It is not the normal procedure for a 
central coast rancher to buy hay in 
January for his cattle. But this is not a 
normal year. 


Normally, the hills and pasture land in 
Lompoc Valley are green, instead of the 
present brown, and the cattle fatten up 
on grass. That way a rancher doesn’t 
have to lay out a lot of money for hay. 
According to the National Weather 
Service in Santa Maria, the weather at 
the Santa Maria Airport may set a 
dubious record. If it rains .11 or less by 
the end of the month, the three-month 
period of Nov., Dec. and Jan. of this 
winter could be the driest since 1901, 
which is as far back as the records go. 
The driest three months of the same 
frame was in 1948-’49 when the area was 
covered with .63 inches of rainfall. 
According to the Water Treatment 
Plant in Lompoc, some 6.78 inches of 
rain had fallen at this time last year. So 
far the figure for this year is 1.06. Some 
say this is some kind of a record also 
Bean farmers and cattlemen in Lom­ 
poc cannot appreciate such records. 
They are made at their expense. They 
are eventually made at the consumer’s 
expense too. 
Bean farmers like Le Roy Summers 
who farms on flat valley land will have a 
crop this year. The crop, however, will 
cost triple the amount of work to produce 
with expenses going up proportionally 
because of the lack of rain. 
A big expense will be water for pre­ 
irrigation. which, if it would rain like it’s 


supposed to during the winter, would not 
normally be necessary. 
Summers who farms 70 acres, has still 
time. Planting time is May. He can wait 
until March 15 to pre-irrigate while hop­ 
ing for rain. 


A bean farmer like Bobby Campbell, 
however, may not even get a crop in the 
ground. He is a dry farmer, farming on 
hill areas, and so depends entirely on 
rain for irrigation. 
Right now his hired men cannot 
prepare the soil for planting because the 
ground is hard. They spend this time 
painting equipment. 
“ I don’t know what is going to hap­ 
pen,” Campbell said yesterday. “ I’m 
really worried about it.” 
Fifteen or 16 inches of rain would 
produce a good crop and three or four in­ 
ches before planting would be tolerable 
to prepare the soil, he said. But so far 
this year there has been one inch. 
If the weather remains sunny, said 
Campbell, he cannot plant his crop of 500 
acres. In this situation, a farmer has to 
live off the earnings of past good years or 
get a job. 
“ You have bad years you don’t get a 
good crop, but there never has been a 
completely dry year,” he commented. 
Consumers can expect higher bean 
prices in coming months if this is a bad 
year, he warned. 
The situation now is “ bad” for cat­ 
tlemen, said Lawrence Dutra, general 
manager of the Bixby Ranch Company’s 
cattle operation of 2,000 head on the 
Cojo-Jalama ranch. They are in a dilem­ 
ma. 
While there is no green grass for cattle 
to feed on. expensive hay supply in 
California is dwindling As it dwindles, 
cattlemen will have to sell their beef. 
They can’t let them starve. 
Cattlemen can expect to get low prices 
for their beef because they are un­ 
derweight from the grass and hay shor­ 


tage. 
“ The market price is down now,” 
Dutra said. 
It is down because anyone who buys 
cattle now will have to pay to fatten 
them up before the butchering, probably 
at a feed lot. 
Dutra related that his cattle are being 
fed hay for now with the hope for rain 
soon. 
Local cattleman DeWayne Holmdahl 
estimates that it is costing him $4 to $8 a 
day to keep his 150 head in hay — an ex­ 
pense that would normally never occur 
during the winter. 
Flower growers in the valley are a 
month behind in their planting and are 
pre-irrigating now, said Walt Manfrina 
of Burpee. 
There is no way to determine when the 
crop will bloom. It depends on the sub­ 
sequent weather conditions. 
The county agricultural commis­ 
sioner has noted that as farmers and 
growers pre-irrigate it increases the 
likelihood of well water shortages this 
summer. Well water level normally 
regenerates in the winter. 
The weather over southern California 
has been wetless because “a semi­ 
permanent high pressure rules over the 
west coast... and storms are being 
stirred to the north of us,” reported a 
spokesman at the NWS in Santa Maria 
yesterday. 
He said 
that the National 
Meteorological Center in Washington, 
D C. ran a 30-day computer outlook for 
the west coast from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15. 
The computer’s prediction was dry 
through Feb. 15. 
“ I don’t have too much confidence in 
30-day forecasts, however,” said the 
spokesman. “ I have confidence in five- 
day packages." 
What is the weather outlook for the 
next five days? 
“ Dry,” he replied.

Room rates and ancillary services at 
the Lompoc District Hospital have been 
increased to generate over $100,000 in 
revenue in the next six months. 


Acting on a recommendation by Ad­ 
ministrator Ken Wicks, the Board of 
Directors voted to increase the semi­ 
private room rates from $83 to $93. 
Various ancillary services were also in­ 
creased: newborn nursery, from $25 to 
$30 a day; anesthesia, from $5 to $10 per 
hour and cardiology, from $20 to $25. 


Also, x-ray, respiratory therapy and 
physical therapy services were in­ 
creased. 


Increased ancillary services will bring 
in an additional $51,723 in six months and 
the $10 increase in room rates will bring 
in an extra $53,000, estimated Wicks. 


In making the recommendation, Wicks 
compared the higher rates of area 
hospitals Reason for the rate increase, 
Wicks said this morning, is because “our 
income was not sufficient to meet ex­ 
penses and we can’t cut expenses any 
further without jeopardizing quality." 


The hospital’s low census — which he 
blames on the malpractice crisis and 
the shortage of doctors in Lompoc — is 
the cause of the low income, said Wicks. 


Board chairman Harold Thompson 
said this morning, “ The census has been 
low the last three or four months. 
Although December was fair, it may not 
be in the next few months. 


Member Frank Signorelli voted 
against the increase. He favored a $5 
room increase. 


“ I felt we shouldn’t raise the rates that 
much without cutting taxes,” he ex­ 
plained 
Thompson said that the board will con­ 
sider lowering the tax rate at the first 
budget session. 
Wicks told the board last night that the 
hospital is in the hole about $50,000. In 
December the hospital was in the red 
$150,000 until $100,000 was received in in­ 
terest and tax income, he said. 
Yesterday he told the Record the 
hospital was in the red $150,000. 
Hospital room rates were increased $5 
in September.

Labor accepts Usery 


with skepticism 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Labor leaders are accepting the 
nomination of W.J Usery Jr as 
labor secretary with the skepti­ 
cal observation he will inherit 
the same problems which 
forced his predecessor to 
resign. 
Usery. 52. a Democrat who 
has headed the Federal Media­ 
tion and Conciliation Service 
since 1973. was named Thurs­ 
day by President Ford to fill the 
vacancy created by John T. 
Dunlop's resignation last week. 
The Senate was expected to 
confirm him after potentially 
lively hearings beginning Wed­ 
nesday. 
Citing his "long experience 
and tremendous record" in set­ 
tling the nation's worst labor- 
management stalemates. Ford 
said he concluded Usery was 
"superbly" qualified for the 
post. 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany said Usery "assumes his 
new office under difficult cir­ 
cumstances following the 
events which compelled the 
resignation of one of the most 
distinguished secretaries of 
labor ever to hold that office." 
And Sheetmetal Workers 
President Edward Carlough ex­ 


pressed it bluntly in a telegram 
to Usery: "You’ve accepted the 
worst appointment that Jerry 
Ford has to offer For 30 years 
you've functioned in situations 
where a man’s word is his bond. 
•’So far as the President is 
concerned, his bond has all the 
value of a 1927 cigar coupon.'' 
Both Usery and Ford ac­ 
knowledged he faces a "tough 
job." but Usery declared: "I’m 
an optimist" 
As labor secretary, a job he 
has wanted for several years. 
Usery is expected to continue 
mediating important national 
labor disputes in a year that in­ 
cludes major negotiations in 
the trucking, rubber and auto 
industries. 
But top labor sources predict­ 
ed union negotiators will be 
more suspicious of him now 
because of his closer associa­ 
tion with Ford, who broke a 
promise to labor recently by 
vetoing a construction workers 
bill that both Dunlop and Usery 
supported. 
The veto 
renewed labor's animosity 
toward the administration, 
prompting Dunlop to resign on 
the conclusion that it had ruined 
prospects for better labor- 
management relations in 1976.

Pro-Western

LUSAKA, Zambia (UPI) - 
Pro-Western forces massed 
their troops at a small river 
crossing in central Angola to­ 
day to halt an all-out assault by 
Soviet-backed forces on their 
southern strongholds. 
Military sources in Lusaka 
said the Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola was 
receiving fresh infusions of 
Cuban soldiers to spearhead 
their offensive. 
The P opular M ovement 
Wednesday claimed its first 
victory on the southern front, 
allegedly driving pro-Western 
coalition forces and their South 
African allies from the towns of 
Cela, Santa Comba and Am- 
boiva. 
The towns, about 250 miles 
south of the Marxist capital of 
Luanda, guard the northern end 
of a 100-mile-long narrow, 
paved road leading to Huambo, 
the political capital of the pro- 
Western coalition. 
Both the Popular Movement 
and the pro-Western partners — 
the National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola and the 
the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola - have 
called the southern offensive 
crucial to the outcome of the 
year-long civil war. 
National Union President 
Jonas Savimbi said Thursday in 
Kinhasa, Zaire, his forces 
would withdraw to the small 
Queve river, a few miles south 
of Cela. He said his army would 
defend its positions, but not at­ 
tack. 


Diplomatic sources said U.S. 
Ambassador Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan said in private con­ 
sultations Thursday the nine- 
day Council debate had been 
"heartening and reassuring.” 
But he said the draft put 
before the 15 members was 
"unacceptable in its present 
form." 
A PLO spokesm an told 
newsmen his delegation also 
found the measure ‘unaccepta­ 
ble as a whole.” 
Tanzanian Ambassador Salim 
Salim called the members into 
further private meetings today. 
He told reporters a formal, 
open meeting of the group 
might be held tonight or Satur­ 
day. 
The United States made it 
clear from the start that it 
would not agree to recognition 
of P alestin ian “ national 
rights.” It also has said it would 
veto any change in Council 
resolution 242, adopted after the 
1967 six-day war as the basis of 
U.N. peace efforts in the Mid­ 
dle East. 
Resolution 242 calls for 
Israeli withdrawal from oc­ 
cupied Arab territory without 
specifying whether the Jewish 
state must give up all, or only 
part of its conquests. 
The PLO was understood to 
object to thd proposal to allow 
an alternative of compensation 
to Palestinian refugees instead 
of compulsory legislation for 
their return to former homes 
within Israel. 
The Palestinians were not 
happy, either, about guarantees 
in the m easu re fo r the 
“ sovereignty, te rrito ria l 
integrity and political in­ 
dependence within secure and 
recognized boundaries of all 
states in the area”— obviously 
including Israel.

Marines 
cleared of 
fire blame 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. 
(UPI) — Fire investigators 
have cleared the Marine Corps 
of blame for a 2,400-acre brush 
fire that destroyed 16 expensive 
homes and damaged six others 
near former President Richard 
Nixon’s oceanside estate. 
The fire was contained and 
controlled Thursday and mopup 
operations continued today. 
The fire did more than $1 
million damage, Fire Chief Ron 
Coleman said Thursday. A total 
of 39 persons were injured, 15 of 
them — mostly policemen and 
firemen overcome by smoke — 
hospitalized. 
Flames leaping through the 
brush-covered hills were visible 
from the coast, where Nixon 
has lived in semi-seclusion 
since resigning the presidency, 
but did not endanger the former 
Western White House. 
The blaze remained more 
than a mile from the Nixon es­ 
tate, which was shielded from 
the fire by a six-lane interstate 
highway. 
Pushed by winds gusting to 50 
miles an hour, the fire drove 
through a neighborhood of 
homes in the $50,000 to $100,000 
range, sending hundreds flee­ 
ing. Others stood on their roof­ 
tops, battling with garden hoses 
to save their houses.

Colby testifies on control 
of intelligence activity 


Some resident suspected the 
blaze, which flared out of Camp 
Pendleton Wednesday, was 
caused by Marines firing flares 
and incendiary ammunition 
during a dry-brush danger 
period. 
Although there had been 
brush fires on the Marine base 
just before the blaze swept into 
the town, they were not the 
origin of the flam es that 
destroyed homes, Coleman 
said. 
An investigation established 
that the fire began in San Mateo 
Canyon, a part of the Marine 
base leased to the state for use 
as a park but not yet developed, 
he said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - * 
Outgoing CIA Director William 
E. Colby testified today Con­ 
gress should get more control 
of U.S. intelligence activities, 
but he bitterly attacked leaks of 
secret information already 
provided to lawmakers. 
Appearing before the Senate 
Government Operations Com­ 
mittee, Colby also rejected 
suggestions that Congress be 
briefed in advance of planned 
covert CIA actions. 
The committee is looking into 
ways of keeping closer tabs on 
intelligence activities, in­ 
cluding plans by the CIA in the 
past to help assassinate foreign 
leaders. 
“In truth, our misdeeds were 
few and far between — we 
never assassinated anyone,” he 
said in a 2.000-word statement 
which suggested that a joint 
committee of the House and 
Senate be formed to keep tabs 
on intelligence secrets. 
But Colby, who was fired by 
President Ford last October 
and asked to stay on until 
Congress confirms George 
Bush for the job, warned that 
such a committee must closely 
protect secrets "or destroy in­ 
telligence itself in the process. ” 
"We cannot run such secret 
operations if congressmen con­ 
firm to inquiring newsmen 
operating on a lead that indeed 
they were given a secret brief­ 
ing on a covert operation in a 
certain country, instead of 
refusing to comment,” he said. 
He rejected suggestions that 
congressional committees be 
briefed on secret and covert ac­ 
tions before they take place. 
"We cannot conduct covert 
operations if a committee puts 
out a report which refers to an 
activity which leaves out the 
name of the country or in­ 
dividual concerned, but gives 
enough evidence for any 
amateur sleuth to identify it 
beyond a shadow of a doubt....” 
Colby bitterly criticized con­ 
gressional investigations of the 
CIA last year during which, he 
said, intelligence briefings 


were given to 59 senators and 
149 representatives on a mul­ 
titude of committees — and in 
many cases leaked to news 
media. 
"The system won’t work.” he 
testified "Every one of the new 
projects that were subjected to 
this process has leaked into the 
public domain. The fact is that 
a secret operation conducted 
precisely according to the 
procedure set up by the 
Congress cannot be kept 


S ( H T 6 t M 
Colby said the CIA has ex­ 
amined its mistakes honestly 
and thorougily and told Con­ 
gress about them, only to have 


them become public. 
“The experience has done lit­ 
tle to encourage objective and 
hard-hitting self-examination in 
the future.” he said. 


At T hursday’s session, 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk told the committee he 
thinks the CIA did not tell him 
about all its covert operations 
while he headed the State 
Department. 


Rusk urged creation of a joint 
committee to oversee intelli­ 
gence agencies and said the 
National Security Council 
should exercise closer control 
over covert operations.

Ray and Phyllis 
Anderson, when she revealed her in­ 
tention to meet the world. The scene 
was Pismo Beach following a clam 
chowder dinner. 
Shauna s message came in no un­ 
certain terms 
It caused general 
consternation. Lompoc and Judy’s 
doc’tor were much too far away. 
Into the car the family piled, 
speeding through holiday traffic, for 
the nearest hospital. “ Daddy tried 
in every way to attract attention for 
help.” says Judy. “ But no highway 
patrol was in sight. We were on our 
own” 
Reaching Marian Hospital. Santa 
Maria, the family rushed through 
the emergency door. Judy was taken 
immediately to the delivery room 
where Dr. Peter A. Statti soon took 
charge Within minutes Shauna was 
born, the official time. 7:37 p.m. A 
quick assessm ent found her a 
perfect baby, from her light blonde 
hair to her tiny toes. Because she 
was a “ preemy.” however, arrange­ 
ments were made to fly her to 
Fresno Valley Children’s Hospital 
for special care in the first few 
weeks of her life There she stayed 
until last week. Because she was a 
girl, her parents were told, she had 
an 80 per cent greater chance of sur­ 
vival than if she were a “preemy” 
boy 
First fed through a tube in her 
head, she graduated to feedings 
through her nose. To teach her to 
suck, a pacifier was kept in her 
mouth during feedings. She was put 
on a bottle of high protein formula 
Jan 9 The following day her mother 
arrived for a four-day training in 
caring for her baby girl Basically it 
was to 
Shauna how to take her 


bottle This was a m atter of pushing 
the nipple to the roof of her mouth, 
causing her tongue to come up A 
swallowing reaction follows. 
Now settled into a routine at 
home. Shauna takes two to three and 
a half ounces of formula each three 
hours, waking on schedule day and 
night Nighttime feedings are alter­ 
nated between mother and dad.

Minuteman III 
production 


to continue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House is reconridering 
its decision to stop building 
Minuteman III nuclear missiles 
and may keep the production 
line warm while it awaits an 
outcome of the strategic arms 
talks. 
There are no funds in the 
fiscal 1977 budget to continue 
Minuteman production, but that 
would be no problem for 
several weeks when money 
would be needed to maintain 
component pipelines. 
Meanwhile, the budget does 
contain research funds for a 
new missile — the MX — and a 
decision on its develofmient'is 
expected early this year. 
Debate within the Pentagon 
over the Minuteman issue is ex­ 
pected to continue as the ad­ 
m inistration and Congress 
wrangles over the 1977 budget. 
Any attempt to reverse the 
decision must be made by 
February. 
In his discussion of strategic 
weapons programs in the Pen­ 
tagon’s 1977 budget, comp­ 
troller Terence McClary said: 
“We have one item going down 
significantly, and that is 
Minuteman productiwi ... We 
will not keep that production 
line going and warm ...” 
McClary said a decision has 
not been made on whether to 
stop production on some of the 
components of the Minuteman, 
such as the guidance system. 
There are more than 50 
Minuteman Ills on hand in 
reserve, he said, and the 
Vladivostok agreement limits 
the United States to 2.400 
nuclear "delivery vehicles” — 
1,320 with the multi-warheaded 
MIRV. 
“If we try to push up more 
Minuteman Ills ." McClary 
said, “then we are going to 
have to drop out some other 
MIRV delivery vehicle, like a 
bomber, or a Trident sub. or 
something.” 
The MX is a missile with 
greater accuracy, yield and 
payload, or “throw-weight.” 
Soviet missiles have considera­ 
bly more throw-weight. permit­ 
ted by the SALT agreement. 
Experts say that if Minute 
man III is halted production on 
MX probably would be speeded 
up.

Senate beats 
prohibition on 
worker strikes 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
controversial measure prohibit­ 
ing strikes by state and local 
public em ployes has been 
overwhelmingly defeated by 
the D em o crat-d o m in ated 
Senate. 
The proposed constitutional 
amendment (SCA27) by Repub­ 
lican Sen. Dennis Carpenter 
failed Thursday (m a 14-19 vote, 
far short of the 27 votes for ai>- 
proval. 
However, supporters 
kept the proposal alive by winn­ 
ing reconsideration. 
Opponents, all Democ)*ats, 
argued that it did nothing to 
ease the tension between public 
employers and their employes. 
ITiey said statutes and court 
decisions already prohibit 
strikes by most public em ­ 
ployes. 
" I t is a M ickey Mouse 
proposition,” Sen. John Holm- 
dahl, D-Castro Valley, angrily 
charged. “ Anyone who votes 
for it is going to look good. 
Those who vote against it are 
going to look bad.” 
But support^s, RefHiblicans 
joined by Democrats Arlen 
Gregorio of San Mateo and 
Walter Stiem of Bakersfield, 
explained Hiat 90 per cent of the 
people in California want a ban 
against public employe strikes. 
Countering HolmdahTs char­ 
ge, C arpenter, of Newport 
Beach, quipped that Mickey 
Mouse is one of his con­ 
stituents.

Good carryover of stored water 
from last year w ill insure 
adequate supplies for most 
areas of California in 1976 
despite one of the driest winters 
on record, according to water 
project officials. 
However, while larger reser­ 
voirs have enough water to last 
through the year even with no 
additional rainfall, officials 
said Thursday dryland fanners 
in the central part of the state 
and cattle ranchers in the 
Sierra Nevada foothills who de­ 
pend on range feed will con­ 
tinue to have problems. 
“It's awful early to get too 
worried about a dry year yet.” 
said Wes Smith, director of 
resevoir and river regulation 
for the fed eral Bureau of 
Reclamation. 
He said the lack of runoff into 
the 30 reservoirs administered 
by the bureau is the lowest 
since 1964, but that 1975 was a 
“good water year” and provid­ 
ed the extra storage necessary 
to counter the dry season. 
“You have to remember that 
February. March and April are 
usually heavy rain months and 
this could help significantly,” 
he said. 
Smith said the federally ad­ 
m in istered 
C entral 
V alley 
Project, one of two largest in 
the state, will not be severely 
hurt by the dry weather. 
Jerry King, a spokesman for 
the bureau, said if there is no 
more rain through the end of 
the month, it will represent the 
driest 
“ November-December- 
January” period since 1968. 
H o w ever, he said Lake 
Shasta, which normally con­ 
tains 3.2 million acre-feet o f, 
water in January, is down to 2.9 
million acre-feet this year, still 
above the lev el needed to 
declare a “critical dry year.” If 
that happened, he said, supplies 
contracted for with water dis­ 
tricts could be cut bade by up to 
25 per cent. 
“We don’t think it’s there 
yet,” he said, adding projec­ 
tions show the lake would not 
reach the critical level unless 
there was no runoff before Sept. 
30.

'Vegas fight on tv 


Foreman hopes 
for early KO; 
Lyle confident

LAS VEGAS, Nev 
(UPI) - “ I’ve only lost 
once, and I didn’t appreciate it,” George 
Foreman said. "I don’t want to do it again.” 
With that statement Thursday, a relaxed and 
trim Foreman finished his pre-fight talking before 
his scheduled 12-rounder with Denver’s Ron Lyle 
at Caesars Palace Saturday. 
Foreman, 27. has been made a 5 to 2 favorite 
against the33-year-oldLyle in the bout that will be 
nationally televised (ABC). But there still is a 
question 
Except for his Toronto exhibition last April 
against five nameless foes, the former Job 
Corpsman from Houston hasn’t been around since 
losing his heavyweight crown to Muhammad All 
in Africa 15 months ago. 


"In the past,” Foreman said, "I’ve had to go 
after guys. But now maybe they’ll think they can 
come after me since I’ve been knocked out. 
"I’ve got one to 12 rounds to figure out Lyle. But 
if I can knock him out early, I’ll try to. I don’t 
believe in letting my opponent stick around.” 


Lyle has known proverty and prison. He was 
stopped in 11 rounds by Ali here last May but was 
impressive in losing. 
"I'm basically an emotional person," he said. 
"But I don’t let my emotions guide me all the 
time I figure I've paid my dues and I study and 


learn as much about my profession as I can. 
"I had a late start in boxing All the odds-were 
against me. So all my fights are important.” 
Lyle, who is earning $140,000 to Foreman’s 
$250,000, doesn’t sound like a man who intends to 
lose. 
"People like Ali and (Joe) Frazer dictate the 
terms on whether you’ll fight them or not,” he 
noted "They’re part of the boxing establishment, 
and you have to wait for them. 
"After Foreman, I’d like to fight (Ken) Norton 
or Ali.” 
Armed with a new manager, Gil Clancy, and a 
new trainer, Kid Rapidez, Foreman will take a 40- 
1 record with 37 knockouts into the fight. Lyle is 
31-3-1 with 22 KOs. 
"I’ve felt I'd gone as far as I could in boxing 
while I was getting ready for the Zaire,” the 
former champion declared. "But when you start 
to do something else, it doesn’t have the same zing 
and you find yourself back in the gymnasium. 
"You know, throwing down newspapers and 
tearing them up.” 
Despite the managerial change, Foreman in­ 
sisted he would be the same fighter against Lyle. 
"My technique won’t be a whole lot different," 
he disclosed. "The old technique was pretty suc­ 
cessful. I got to be champion of the world with it. 
So I don’t want to change too much.”

Baker on China

The Tennessee Republican 
said China was not a party to 
the Multifiber Arrangement 
which the United States has 
with several countries.

Kennedy, father of President 
John Kennedy, dissuaded Miss 
Kelly from marrying Cassini 
because he had been divorced 
and she was a Roman Catholic 
forbidden from marrying a 
divorced person. 


"Why arc you doublecrossing 
me?" Cassini was quoted as 
saying after Kennedy met with 
him and Miss Kelly to discuss 
their relationship. 


However. Cassini said in an 
interview he never ’’criticized*’ 
Kennedy and "we remained 
friends long after that ."

From California to Florida, crop 
sprays are bringing sickness and death to 
stoop laborers. 
This had led Dr. Joseph Swartz, a 
biophysicist doing research for the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
in California, to call field work “one of 
the most hazardous occupations.” His 
conclusion is based on “time lost to oc­ 
cupational illnesses.” 
Poor living conditions and health 
hazards have combined to give the farm 
worker an average life span of only 49 
years — 21 years less than the national 
average. 
Yet the EPA, which is supposed to be 
the nation s environmental watchdog, 
has failed to protect workers from the 
menace of sprayed fields. Here are the 
shocking facts. 
— The National Farmworkers Infor­ 
mation Clearing House (NFIC) has 
prepared a survey to determine the 
number of deaths and illnesses from ex­ 
posure to pesticides. Yet EPA has not 
sent this vital health survey to 125 
migrant health clinics. 
— Under pressure from the growers, 
EPA also quashed an earlier NFIC 
project, the pesticide hotline, which 
would have provided a toll-free 
telephone number for field hands to 
report poisoning incidents. 
—EPA has made only a token effort to 
enforce EPA regulations on the farm. 
Many farmers disregard the regulations 
and spray their crops with reckless 
abandon. Yet EPA has assigned only an 
average of one inspector per state to 
protect the public from poisoned fields. 
Even those farmers caught violating 
EPA’s pesticide regulations risk no 
more than a warning for a first offense. 


— For that matter, the EPA doesn’t 
have adequate facilities to determine 
whether the pesticides it certifies for 
commercial use are actually safe. 


Instead, the agency relies almost entire­ 
ly on the dubious data provided by the 
pesticide manufacturers. 
One reason for EPA’s failure to con­ 
trol pesticides is the power of the 
agribusiness lobby, which is more in­ 
terested in protecting crops than 
workers. 
The lobby has an extraordinary in­ 
fluence over the House Agriculture Com­ 
mittee, particularly its 76-year-old vice 
chairman, Rep. W.R. Poage. The old 
man grew up on a ranch in 
Throckmorton County, Tex., and he is 
more simpatico with big ranchers than 
small stooop laborers. 
The House Agriculture Committee has 
brought enough quiet pressure to bear on 
EPA, meanwhile, to prevent enforce­ 
ment of the pesticide regulations. 
The effect can be measured in stark 
human terms. Consider these reports, 
for example, from Florida. 
— Last November ten field hands, 
three of them women, were hospitalized 
with severe nausea, skin rashes and diz­ 
ziness after going into a sprayed tomato 
field. 


— A farm worker at Del Ray, Fla., 
entered a tomato field after it had been 
sprayed with four different toxic 
pesticides. Thereafter, he developed a 
skin rash resembling leprosy and has 
been unable to return to work. 


— In 1973, a woman stoop laborer left a 
field which had just been sprayed. She 
complained of nausea and shortness of 
breath. Thirty minutes later, she died. 


Footnote: An EPA spokesman told us 
his agency lacked fa c ilitie s to 
doublecheck adequately the pesticide in­ 
dustry’s data. Hie EPA, he said, may 
release the NFIC survey in the future. 
The spokesman conceded that the 
pesticide hotline had been canceled and 
that less than one inspector per state was 
assigned to check farm poisonings.

WASHINGTON - Energy Czar Frank 
Zarb would have followed Labor 
Secretary John Dunlop out of the govern­ 
ment if President Ford had vetoed the 
energy bill as he did the common situs 
labor bill. 
Sources close to Zarb say he was ready 
to resign, effective in April, if he had 
been hit with a veto. 
For the doughty little 
ex-broker had spent 
months hammering 
out a bill which sets a 
new n ation al oil 
policy. 
Zarb worked 16-hour 
days to patch together 
a compromise. Even 
when his duties took 
him out of town, he set 
up extra phones in his 
hotel rooms and kept 
burning the wires to 
Capitol Hill. 
The compromise bill satisfied no one. 
least of all the oil companies, but it was 
the best that could clear Congress. The 
oil barons made a final, powerful effort 
to pressure President Ford into vetoing 
the bill. 
The showdown came on November 13 
behind closed White House doors. TTie 
President called in top congressional 
Republicans to hear Zarb present his 
arguments against a veto. 
He and his deputies, John Hill and Eric 
Zausner. ran into a hailstorm of opposi­ 
tion from conservative Republicans, 
some of them primed with arguments by 
the oil companies 
Sen. James McClure, R-Idaho, made a 
vitriolic personal attack upon Hill, 
charging that he had undercut conser­ 
vative Republican leaders on oil policy. 
More politely, Se. John Tower, R-Tex., 
made the same point. 
The President, who had backed Zarb, 
was shaken by the opposition. By the end 
of the two-hour meeting, the conser­ 
vatives were convinced the measure 
would be vetoed. 
But the indefatigable Zarb didn’t give 
up. He inveigled a ride on Air Force One 
for the first lap of the President’s trip to 
China. All the way to Alaska, Zarb lob­ 
bied the President. 
After Ford’s return, Zarb kept it up un­ 
til the President signed the bill on 
December 22. 
Footnote: Zarb’s closest friends con­ 
firmed that a veto would have brought 
his resignation. Zarb himself would tell 
us only: “The battle is over. I don’t want 
to talk about it.”

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - To a 
marked degree, it was a failure of 
British and French military intelligence 
that enabled Hitler to make his rapid 
conquest of France in World War II. 
It was a failure of intelligence which 
made Pearl Harbor possible, and which 
led in some considerable measure to the 
misconceptions 
resulting in our unsuc­ 
cessful effort in South 
Vietnam. 
It was a failure of in­ 
telligence also which 
resulted in the much 
heavier than expected 
early Israeli losses in 
the last round with 
Egypt. 


Today, we are not 
well informed on the 
expansion of Peking or 
H anoi-backed un­ 
derground groups in Thailand. Malaysia 
and the Philippines which could en­ 
danger the existence of those lands. We 
are not certain by any means of North 
Korea’s scenario for an invasion of the 
south, or whether such an invasion is 
planned for the near future. 


Had Soviet and Cuban plans for Angola 
been known early enough in the game, 
this country mi#it have been able to take 
political and economic action at a 
strategic moment to prevent the in­ 
troduction of outsiders. Once commit­ 
ments have become as deep as today in 
Angola, peaceful resolution becomes dif­ 
ficult indeed. 
If the Russians know the Western 
order of battle in Europe and we don’t 
know the Soviet dispositions and 
strengths in the border areas and the 
details which normally are preludes to 
attacks, the USSR can arrange easily to 
be in a position to roll over the NATO 
forces in the first hours of a Red attack. 
It is all very well to talk about 
defending ourselves from a Russian at­ 


tack after Moscow launches its missiles 
or sends its troops across strategic 
borders. But it is certain that unless we 
have more warning than we can acquire 
from satellites and other electronic 
means, we shall be ill prepared at the 
crucial moment and suffer many more 
civilian and military casualties than if 
we had better intelligence. No nation can 
afford to be on ready alert in full force 
year after year without going broke 
emotionally and economically. 
All this is a prelude to saying that if we 
are to avoid war, or successfully defend 
ourselves if and when war comes, we 
must know in detail what potential at­ 
tackers are planning. 
Your life and mine, and the lives of un­ 
told millions may depend on our having 
such adequate intelligence. It may make 
the difference between war and peace. 
We are not here talking of dirty tricks 
or assassinations of foreign leaders or 
other special operations which have no 
place in spying. We are talking solely of 
the gathering of informationon the possi­ 
ble actions and capabilities of foreign 
aggressive powers and foreign terrorist 
organizations, actions which could en­ 
danger the U.S. or its allies in the free 
world. 
Russia and its satellites do not an­ 
nounce their planning or buildups in the 
daily press, and if we allow our spy 
organizations to be destroyed or 
emasculated it is not only a clutch of CIA 
agents who will be endangered. Spy 
satellites, other electronic means and 
document analysis are not enough. 
In the final analysis there is no sub­ 
stitute for skilled men and women 
operatives. Not Mata Hari types, but 
rather researchers who slowly build con­ 
tacts in one country and other to con­ 
tribute missing links in our knowledge. 
Because of the ail pervasive police 
systems in Communist and other 
totalitarian nations, a good deal of the 
agent information must be picked up in 
third countries.

Do what 


to the 
Russians 


Here is how it went. The questioner 
asked Ronald Reagan, campaigning in a 
little town in New Hampahire, what he 
would do about the Russians Reagan is 
reported to have replied: "I think it’s 
time for us to straighten up and eyeball 
them, and say, ‘Hey fellas, let’s get this 
back on the track where it’s something 
for something, not all 
one way.”’ For in­ 
stance there is the 
matter of the Russians 
in Angola, Reagan 
said. He would favor 
saying to the Rus­ 
sians: “Out. We’ll let 
them (the Angolans) 
fight it out among 
themselves, or you’re 
going to have us to 
deal with.” 
Mr. James Reston, 
the Big Bertha of the 
Eastern Establishment, was terribly of­ 
fended by the exchange. There was, to 
begin with, the...language. So...coarse. 
“For delicacy of language and precision 
of policy,” he sniffed, “this makes Mr. 
Ford’s statements on detente and Angola 
seem 
a lm o st 
eloquent 
and 
statesmanlike.” 
Now for one thing, that happens to be 
the way Americans talk. It is good, 
idiomatic, John-hit-the-baseball prose. 
Moreover, there is a skillful blend in it of 
carrot and stick. There is a highly useful 
syntactical inflection in the opener, 
“Hey, fellas.” That is the American 
equivalent of the English, “I say, old 
chap...” It preserves a conversational 
relationship. It is to be distinguished 
from, say, “Listen, buster...” Or even, 
“Okay, wiseguys...” 
Then there was the matter of policy. 
“...When Reagan was asked what he 
would have the United States do if the 
Russians didn’t blink or withdraw their 
support in Angola, he refused to answer. 
Refused, even, to say whether he would 
break off the strategic arms talk.” Such 
evasiveness Mr. Reston finds terribly of­ 
fensive. In fact it is extremely 
statesmanlike. 
Once upon a time, not so many years 
ago, Dwight Eisenhower was president 
of the United States, and the Red Chinese 
were bombing Quemoy and Matsu, the 
off-shore islands governed by Taiwan. 
The Chinese increased the ferocity of 
their attacks, aided and encouraged by 
Khrushchev, and Ike went on the air. He 
spoke of the dangers of a “western 
P a c if ic 
M u n ic h.” 
C ritics of 
Eisenhower’s toughness were wild with 
fear and trembling. Adlai Stevenson pan­ 
icked, which is what he was always best 
at, and spoke of our coming “closer to 
war.” Ike replied that if the Red Chinese 
“have now decided to risk a war over 
Quemoy, it can only be because they and 
their Soviet allies have decided to find 
out whether threatening war is a policy 
from which they can make big gains.” 
To surrender to such threats, he said, 
would “encourage the aggressors,” 
“dismay our friends and allies,” and 
“make it more likely that we would have 
to fight a major war” in due course. 
But pressed to specify what exactly he 
would do if the Chinese invaded Quemoy, 
Eisenhower refused to say. Quite right. 
Why advertise the exact specifications of 
your displeasure? A few months later, 
Khrushchev would reiterate his ul­ 
timatum on the matter of Berlin. 
Eisenhower said that we would defend 
the freedom of Berlin. Well, exactly 
how? he was asked. Again he declined to 
say. But he then dropped a single word 
which, quite simply, guaranteed the 
freedom of Berlin. He was asked, Would 
he rule out the use of atom weapons to 
defend Berlin? Eisenhower said: “No.” 
There is one extreme. At the other ex­ 
treme would be, let us say, a complaint 
against the Soviet Union addressed to 
Kurt Waldheim. In between there are a 
great many potential sanctions. 'Hie 
shipment of wheat is an obvious one. Hie 
SALT talks is another. Trade with the 
Soviet Union of one kind or another. 
The fact of the matter is that the 
Soviet Union is not withdrawing from 
Angola, and the government of the 
United States is doing nothing about it. 
Now either we should do something 
about it or we shouldn’t. 
Reagan believes we should and so, I 
warrant, do the people of New 
Hampshire. Not out of any love for 
Angola; but out of a simple commitment 
to preserve a rough equilibrium in this 
world rather than to let it dribble off 
piecemeal to the aggressors. We stopped 
from from taking Quemoy, which is as 
vulnerable to the Chinese as Staten 
Island would be to the United States. But 
we did not specify what we would do; 
and Reagan is correct in failing to 
specify, and the pitch of his language is 
exactly correct.
